We are In receipt of the First 
Bi-ennial Report, 1909—1910-11, 
of Ihe Viririnia State School for 
Colored Deaf and Blind Children, of 
N(>wporl News. This report is a 
twenty four page pamphlet replete 
with illusliations, iiicludinu the 
alphabet for the Deaf and also for 
the Blind in New York Point, and 
statistics and much other reaoing 
material intended to show the 
progress rrrade since the school whs 
started three years ago. The 
Supeiintenilent of the School, Mr. 
W. C. Ritler, as can readily lie 
seen, has succeeded in building np 
quite a creditable record for effi- 
ciency and good work. Few schools 
have made more rapid progress in 
so short a time, and it must be a 
ma'ter of pride, not only to the 
deaf of Virginia, but also to Ihe 
d«af of the wiiole country, that Mr. 
Riiter is himself a deaf-mute. We 
have inado several visits to the 
school, and personally inspected 
every nook and cranny of the 
several handsome buildings, and 
w« are able to testify to Mr. Rilter's 
success, and to ctm.'ratulate him 
most heartily and most sincerely. 
The corps of teachers and other 
assistants he has gathered around 
him, are excellent teachers, hard 
workers and loyal helpers. We 
predict even greater success in the 
years to come as Mr. Riiter is not a 
man to "sit on the fence and 
whittle." His dream of a School 
for Virginia's Colored Deaf and 
Blind, is a school whose equipment 
and products are equal to the best 
schools ill the country. Perhaps 
the time is not far distant when Ihe 
Colored deaf of the U. S. will fiud 
in tho Virginia Soliool at Newport 
News a source from which will 
flow a perpetual stream of teachers, 
ministers and social workers who 
will be instruments for the mental, 
spiritual ami moral uplift of the 
thousands of colored deaf-mutes in 
the United Stales. Already the 
school contains a few emliryo minis- 
ters of the Gos|>fll — erstwhile pupils 
in the Bli'id Department. 

During a recent trip to North 
and South Carolina Rev. Mr. Whil- 
din held several services and also 
cave a few illustrated lectures on 
Ihe Oberammerauau Passian Play. 
He visited the School for the Deaf 
and Blind at Cedar Spring, and was 
Ihe guest of Superintendent and 
Mrs. Walker, than whom more 
genial hosts it is hard to find. The 
School at Cedar Spring is in posses- 
sive of a fine Edison Kinetoseope 
and StereoDticon machine, and tliis 
was used to throw the pictures on 
the screen in the ohapel. Mr. Lau- 
rens Walker, Editor of the PalmeU 
lo £^a/ interpreted the lecture oral- 
ly for the benefit of the Blind 
pupils And, by the way, we doubt 
very much that the Editor of the 
Leaf can find his match as a clear 
and accurate interpreter of the 
sign-language. Other friends 
whom we met at the school, were 
Mr. Waller Glover, six feet five, 
and rhe foumler of the S. C. Assooia 
tion of the Deaf, Mr. T. H. Cole- 
man, '86, Mi.-8 Gaillard, '98, Mrs 
Leslie Elmer, '12, of Qallnndet, and 
Mr-s. T. II. Coleman, a Fanwood 
uraduale, a'nd Ihe Misses Rogers 
and E'lwartlsand Raymond Glover 
and Mr. an<i Mrs. Friersoo. Cedar 
Spring is a small village, four miles 
from the nearest railroad station, 
yet il possesses an interesting and 
intelligent family of some two 
hundred souls.

The Boy Scouts of America are 
learnint! an universal language and, 
therefore, are developing the real 
Esperanto. Under the guidance of 
Ernest Thompson Seton. Chief 
Scout, the boys are learning the 
signs of communication not only be- 
tween the boys of this country, but 
also Iretween the boysof every other 
nation. The plan now being de- 
veloped means that eventually the 
boys of all nations will have a oom- 
mon language and that they will i>e 
drawn more closely together. Such 
binding of the boys of different 
nations together, it is asserted l>y 
the leaders of the Boy Scout move- 
ment, will tend greatly toward the 
promotion of universal peace. 

The sign lantruage is simple. It 
is common to all nations. li, per- 
haps, was developed long before the 
art of speaking. It is natural to 
use gestures and signs to emphaaii* 
one's ideas in speaking. These g^ed- 
lures may express an entire sontenoe. 
Foi* instance, the traffic patrolmen 
in crowded tborouvhfares in New 
York use the sign language. They 
are on duty all day, directing the 
traffio of thousands of vehicles, and 
perhaps never speak one word. 

Baseball players have their sign 
lanjjuage. Every sport has given 
rise to certsin gestures or signs that 
are perfectly natural aud understood 
eaaily by persons not versed in that 
special activity. Children and 
grown-ups use gestures, and, there- 
fore, signs, instinctively. More 
than 100 signs are used tiy the chil- 
dren in the public schools. Thera 
are 3,000 sitrus that students of th« 
language have picked np. A per- 
son can oommuntcate liig thoughts 
intelligently with 600 of them. The 
or<ilnaiy person uses a vocabulary 
of not more than 2,000 words. Tb« 
signs have been developed in the 
deaf and dumb schools so that the 
deaf and dumb alphabet is discard- 
ed, except for the spelling of piopei 
names and unusual words. 

" It is a fact," says Chief Soout 
Seton, " that at many deaf and 
dumb schools" wliole lectures are 
delivered and sermons preached by 
the use of a highly develo|>ed sign 
language. A single sign may con- 
vey an entire sentence. The 
savages out west have a sign lan- 
guage. A person who understands 
the sign lauKuage can talk to an 
Indian. He can convey his mean- 
ing adequately to persons of differ- 
ent nations, such as Russia, China 
and India, without speaking a 
word." 

Chief Scout Setoo poists oat that 
the use of the sign language makes 
a person more ot>servant, and that 
observing persons use it. Thesigo 
language may Ire use in sigoallDR. 
It may be employed in such plaoea 
as hospitals, where patients may not 
l>e p<rmitted to speak. It is used 
in places where the noise is so great 
that the voice cannot be heard, or 
perhaps in speaking lo^e aaothcr 
across a room. Its use is w greatly 
recognized that it is being develotwd 
in the armory and many otb«r 
places. 

Chief Soout Seton baa pr«pared 
a dictionary of signs, with illustra- 
lions, which will sotin be re>ady, not 
only for the use of the soouts, hot 
for all persons who are interested 
in learning the sign language. 

•* Every person nses signs," says 
Chief Scout Seton, but the, Boy 
Sconta in developing It are sprertd- 
ing it throughout the entire world, 
aitd are putting into praotioe tha 
real Esperanto language. They 
will rraiurally come in closer coniaot 
with one another, and will be unit- 
ed in a universal broLberbood, 
What can be more helpful in tba 
promotion of universal peace f I 
hope every Boy Sooat will siiKly tbe 
sign language," — JE«,

Whatevfr the shortcomings of 
the school, however lacking it may 
be in the line of industrial training, 
or however much it may "slop 
over" io an endeavor to meet the 
demands for oral teaching, there is 
alno an individual side to the ques 
tion, in which the pnpil, or thf 
parents, or both, should be arraign- 
ed for failing to take advantage of 
the fnii term of edacation and 
trainiDg that the State allows. Foi 
if the conditions in Minnesota are 
the same as in some other States, 
mncb ot the distrast and skepticism 
of prospective employers arises 
from the fact that they have al- 
ready given a deaf-mute a trial ant) 
he has been foand wanting. In 
ninety-nine cases out ot a handred, 
the Incompetence can be charged Jo 
cutting short the boy's term of 
schooling. Deaf boys and girls re- 
quire every day and week nnd 
month and year of schooling that 
tbe laws allows them. Hearing 
children have got to take a full 
term, or tbe troant officer will be 
after them. These bearing cbil 
drcD have an enonnous a<lvantfltfe 
over tbe deaf, in that they are 
learning lessons in school and oat 
of school, and even when they 
begin to work for a living it is easy 
to coach and direct and instrac! 
tbem. What the deaf boy does not 
know aix>at his trade, tbe employer 
can not very well tell him, without 
wasting time and pencil and paper 
in writing out instructions. Tbe 
oral teaching, which it is claimed 
will enable them to be "jast like 
other people," *' reading tbe mo- 
tiong of tbe lips instead of hearing 
tbe soanda", work«i out only in 
th»ory. Practically, in tbe bnsi- 
nen world, tbe lip-reading accom- 
pliahmeot goes for nothing. Yet 
tbe parents and tbe wondering 
poblie, misled by extravagant 
newspaper articles, clamor for oral 
teaching alone, and the school 
Principals are obliged to conform 
to tbe preponderating demand that 
evwy popil must be taught to 
speak orally and read the lip- 
motions of others. Imagine the 
impoNSible task they are burdened 
with, when in addition they ard 
responsible for the inteflectaal col- 
tJVMtioB, tbe moral trainiug, and 
tbe eonferring of a skilled capa- 
city in some trade that shall fit all 
for nsefal and independent lives. 

Every edncated deaf man and wo- 
aaa aaeords to oral instrnction its 
f„!i "-i-jf. ; bat they resent the f" 
;< that to speak and read t 

p« is tbe ultimate test of edqcatioo. 
lis deaf are in fall sympathy with 
every effort that shaJi prodooe tbs 



highest results. They are the 
keenest critics, the most honest 
judges, of what will be of greatest 
and lasting l>enefit to the children 
who mast walk the same handi- 
capped course through the world' 
that they have travelled them- 
selves. The solution of tbti educa- 
tional problem of the deaf seems to 
to us to centre in a complete term of 
schooling and a broad system of 
instruction.

m Obance for the Deaf 



MtnneapoUg Journal, Jan. ts. 
In the Journal, of Jan. 2 appear- 
an editorial, " A Chance for the 
Deaf, "wherein 3'oa point out thf 
difflculties the deaf mule tias to 
contend witli, and the tliscrimina- 
tion against him by the employer, 
solely on account of deafness. You 
point out that after the State has 
given him an education, such as it 
is, he is left to shift for himself, to 
compete with the more fortunate 
ones who are In possession of all 
their faculties. Naturally, being 
handicartped by deafness, he finds 
it a hard struggle, although he maj 
be of good character, industrious, 
willing to work and competent. 
Flmployerslook forefQciency in Llieir 
help, and when a deaf-mute applies 
for work they do not always trive 
him a chance on bis merits. You 
appeal to the bnsiness men and 
employers to be more considerate 
for the deaf and to give them a fail 
chance. 

You also state that an employ- 
ment bureati or agency that would 
make a specialty of placing deaf- 
mutes would seeiij necessary as a 
proper solntlon of the problem, and 
a correct application of principle to 
enable deaf-mutes to obtain male- 
rial benefits from the education 
given them by the State. 

Now, I have lived in Minneapolis 
something like forty-three years and 
forty two years of that time I have 
ireen totally deaf I entered the 
school for the deaf at Faribault in 
1874 and was graduated in 1878 I 
may, therefore, be presumed to 
know something of the subject. 

I wish to commend the Journal 
for its timely remarks and to say 
that its view of tlie matt«r is, in « 
measure, o«rr«ct. 

From my olfsei vation, it is become 
more and more diffi'ult foi the deaf- 
mute tr> make headway in these 
days of keen competition, and while 
I do not think that business men 
and employers generally are dispos- 
ed to discriminate against the deaf 
solely an account of deafness, it is 
uuflobutedly true that a number do 
Such discrimination is unfortunate 
and unjust. It is a terrible <lis 
couragement to a deaf-mute who 
applies for work, knowing himsell 
to be competent, to be turned away 
simply because he is deaf. When a 
deaf iijute is competent, if given a 
fair chance, he will make good 
Indeed it has not infref^uently hap 
pend that a deaf-mute working side 
by side with a man who can hear, 
has proved the more efficient work- 
man. 

It cannot be denied, however, — 
and to my mind this is a most sad 
and unforliiuate circumstance — 
that the Slate School for tbe Deaf at 
f'aribault fails to do Its full duty 
to the deaf in preparing them to 
take their places in tbe industrial 



world. It is at the school that they 
should learn trades. It is there 
that they should learn to do some- 
thing and do it well — that they 
should be trained for the work of 
life. That is wliat the sciiool is 
for. That is why it is maintained 
by I he State. That the school has 
failed to come up to the require- 
ments of modern life there is, lo my 
mind, abundant proof. So few of 
the graduates have seemed to profit 
by the industrial training they re- 
ceived at the school as to make it a 
matter of astonishment to me that 
so many have prospered so well as 
thej' have 

To my mind there have been mis- 
directed effort, waste of resources 
and time, and lack of judgment in 
assigning pupils to trades. The 
subject has not been thoroughly 
stuilied with a view to determining 
just what lines of work afford the 
widest opportunity for the deaf and 
to liringing such departments up to 
a high standard of perfection. No 
blame, liowever, can be attached to 
the Board of Directors, for I am 
positive that B. B. Sheffield, the 
President of the Board, in thorough 
ly awake to tlie situation and aiix 
ions to put into op<ration a more 
etBcient system It must i)e remem- 
bered that the Board is ol>liged to 
depend largely upon the recom 
mendatlons of the immediate head 
of tlic school. 

I cannot leave this subject with- 
out reference to the discrimination 
against the deaf that exists in the 
school itself — the last place the pub 
lie would look, for denying the deaf 
a nqnare deal on their merits. On 
tills subject the Minnesota Assoeia- 
tion of the Deaf, in convention last 
June, pa.M8ed the following resolu- 
tion : 

" Resolved, Tliat we believe deaf 
teachers are as fully competent to 
teach the deaf as hearing teacliers, 
that the oral method is made an ex 
cuse for undue disciimination 
against deaf teachers, that the im- 
portance of the oral method is 
greatly overestimated, and we do 
nispecl fully and urgently request 
the Superintendent and Board of 
Directors to employ more deaf 
leacheis " 

Thus it would appear that the 
school Itself wrongs the deaf, the 
very class it is established and 
maintained to benefit. »Vhen the 
school itself discriminates against 
the deaf, it is not to be wondered 
at that business men sometimes 
hesitate to employ the deaf. Deaf- 
mutes cannot be taught intelligent 
speech. They cannot be educated, 
and I lay emphasis on tlie worti, by 
the oral method. They do not 
educate deaf-mutes at the Faribault 
school by means of speetih. Nor do 
they teach them to speak. They 
do not do it, simply because the 
thing is impossible to do to any 
practical and beneficial extent. 
However, they pretend to doit. 

Now, as to the proposition for an 
agency or bureau tliat shall devote 
its efforts to securing employment 
for the deaf, I believe it to be the 
correct idea and am triad to see it 
suggested by the J^owmaZ. Sheffield, 
president of tlie lioaid, suggested 
precisely the same idea to me some 
time ago. I believe this i<'ea can 
lie worljed out and put into practice 
Such a bureau would result in great 
good to the deaf and I believe it 
necessary under piesent conditions 
in order that the deaf may benefit 
to the fulleat extent from the edu- 
cation they receive. 

I trust the .Journal will continue 
to manifest an iueerest in this sub- 
ject and lend its aid and influence 
in a worthy cause In behalf of a 
class of people badly handicapped 
in the struggle for existence.

The Nebraska Jourruil pulilished 
at tlie pseudo-oral ins'ilution, pre- 
sided over by the " son of his 
father," Mr. Frank W. Booth, lies 
before me in all ils beauty of typo- 
graphy and its iuteresting contents 
A careful readiug of the periodi- 
cal as a whole fails to give any 
alarming symptoms of oralophobia 
on the part of the new superinten- 
dent. 

The paper containel an account 
of the ob.servance of Gallaudet Day 
in honor of the Apostle of the Sign 
Methoil, and it showed Prof. 
Booth as entering into the spirit of 
the occasion with as much respect 
for the memory of 'he first Gallau- 
det as any one could wish. One of 
the siieakers, Mr. Sowell, referred 
to a sketch of Rev. Dr. Gallandet 
written by Mr. Booth's deaf mute 
father, entitled '• Gallandet As 
Seen Through the Eyes of One of 
His Old Pupils." Wilh such ante- 
cedents, it would seem impossible 
for Prof. Booth to go far wrong in 
his treatment of the questions of 
education. Besides, he gave the 
pupils an interesting sketch of his 
own father's life as a successful 
editor and publisher of a public 
newspaper. It is safe lo say that 
Prof. Booth will not go back on 
the memory of his own father in 
his dealings with the deaf children 
of Nebraska. Give him time and 
he will evolve ihe right method 
One thing is sure, he is not a rabid 
oralist. If anything, he is a pro 
irressive oralist. Like the dog, 
Tray, he was in bad company lie- 
fore, but he has shaken it off now 
that he is his own master and no 
longer hears his master's voice at 
Mt. Airy. As a proof of this, he 
does not consign all incapable 
pupils to the " demnition Imjw- 
wows," but gives them the t)eneflt 
of the Sign Method. In the school's 
prospectus, he says that acconling 
lo a recent act of the Legislature 
all new pupils eutei ins the school, 
are to betauuht by the Oral Method, 
unle.ss incapacitate<l mentally or 
physically for it, and states thai the 
metliods of instruction at present 
employed are the Oral and the 
Manual. If that does not mean the 
combined system, what does it 
mean? As to how many pupils may 
lie incapacitated for tlie oral meIho<l, 
it is a mooted question, and that 
matter may safely be left to Mr. 
Booth's expeiieiice and knowledge 
ol the deaf I for one am wiping 
to give him a fair trial. He is 
obliged to act according lo the act 
of the legislature. Oiiviously the 
National Aaaociation of the Deaf, 
or the alumni of the Neliraska 
School, should go lo work on the 
Legislature to repeal that iron-clad 
law and pass a new one. allowing the 
Superinteniient lo exercise his own 
discretion on so important a matter 
as that of which he is the best 
judge 

The Nebraska Journal is not only 
well edited and printed, but Pmf. 
Booth shows himself a mssier of 
fine, well-chosen English. He is a 
chip of the old block, all right.

Editor Dkaf- Mutes' Journal: — 
Did any one note the significanee^of 
the attitude of Ihe Governor of Cali- 
fornia on the question of methods in 
the education of the deaf? After 
a close, personal investigation ex 
lending over five weeks, Gevernor 
Johnson said in his report to the 
special session of the Legislature: 
"This sign language is of inesti- 
mable value to Ihe deaf and dumb, 
whether one method or another is 
taught in school. It is a means t>y 
which they communicate with faci- 
lity and rapidity among themselves, 
and Ihe means by which speech^-s 
and lectures may be delivered 
among themselves." 

Coming from such a disinterested 
person in a position of responsibility, 
wliose first considetaliou, a.shesaid, 
WHS the welfare of the unfortunate 
children of the State, these words 
carry great weight. If everybody 
who has anything to do wilh the 
education of Ihe deaf should in- 
vestigate first, it is safe lossy thai 
he would come to the same conclu- 
sion as that of Gov. Johnson. 

In almost every case, those 
persons who advocate a single 
method can no more communicate 
with their pupils in signs than 
Supt. Keith could, while plhets 
wlio are familiar with all methods 
are in favor of the combined system. 
I have even met a few hearing 
teachers who go further than the 
deaf do and say that the oral 
method Is useless ami a waste of 
lime and evergy ! Of course, we 
do not agree with this view. There 
aie some of us wlio prize out powers 
of speech and lip-ieading highly. 
If the oralists would only t)e willing 
to meet other teachers on a common 
ground in a get together spirit and 
agree to a segregation of the choice 
few pupils who can really be benefit- 
ed by the single method, and allow 
less fortunate children to l>e taught 
by a quicker and easier method, 
if not under ihe same rooK at least 
in another school, thou the hopeless 
and helpless children will have a 
chance to obtain the education 
which they need more than any 
other children do. Why our friends 
of the single method will not consent 
to such a segregation and insist on 
taking all or more at the expense 
of the mental development of the 
majority of the pupils, is one of 
those things past finding out. The 
combined system teachers have, at 
least, reason and justice on their 
side. They are willing to adapt 
each method to each pupil, so thai 
none of them may suffer by 
misdirected zeal. What more 
could one ask ? 

The root of the trouble is not, 
however, with the oralists. Every 
father or mother wants their deaf 
children to be taught to speak, and 
these oralists simply take advantage 
of this universal desire for speech 
and lip-reading. It is the hardest 
thing in the world to convince the.<)e 
anxious parents that speech is im- 
possible in most cases, atid that 
their children had Uetter be given 
the benefit of other methods to in 
sure their full mental develop- 
ment, and our oralist friends do 
not try it ;— not so that anybody 
would notice it. 

Governor Johnson made one good 
distinction that few persons outside 
of the profession understand, in 
saying " i here is difference among 
the educators as to metliods of 
teaching the deaf, one class insi.M- 
ing upon teaching exclusively oral- 
isiu, the other class insisiinu up<m 
a combined method involving iKith 
oralism and the sigu language. 
This sign- language is not, as I 
supposed prior to Ihe investigation, 
the spelling out of wortls by letters; 
here is a distinct language of itself, 
comparable, perhaps, to short hand, 
by which gestures , facial expres 
sion, pantomime and the like, 
convey ideas." 

The Governor shows that he has 
a gooil grasp on the suliject, and be 
could only have oblaineil such a 
correct i»iea of signs and manual 
s|H'lling by a personal in vestigial ion. 
It is a common error lo confound 
siH'lling of words with Ihe sign- 
language. 

I have had occasion more than 
once to correct newspaper reporteis 
when they refened to me as a 
teacher of the sign languagie>. I told 
them I did not teach siuns but En- 
gligh and arithmetic, and that, as a 
matter of fact, the pupils taught 
themselves signs, and that my me 
thod was writing and manual spell- 
ing, combined wilh other mental 
exercises. 

That the pupils even in the best- 
regulated oral schools invent a 
code of signals among themselves, 
and that all efforts to stamp it out 
have always failed cannot be de- 
nieil. FRKK Lancb.

The ther- 
mometer rises to 137 degrees in the 
summer, the liighest temperature 
recordeil in the Wester Hemisphere. 
A few vines and cacii make np the 
oliief vegetatde growth, and borax 
is the most important miner. I there. 

Sand storms are the most danger- 
ous diffloultiea for travellers, the 
spirals rising thousands of feet in 
the air and drifting about in the 
hot winds until they disappear. 
Mirages are Irequent. The Valley 
can't be cnwsed in safety later than 
April 16, aud then, a careful look- 
out must be kept for sand storms. 
Each person in the party needs a 
gallon ot water for the journey, and 
three gallons must be carriett for 
each horse. The plaee is deserted, 
except for a few roving bandv of 
Piute Indians and sone solitary 
iniueni in the foothills. — Rickmo^ 
Times- Dispatch.

Trade of the United States with 
China in the calendar year just 
end^-d approximates 55 million 
dollars in value, of which about 23 
million represented tho value of 
exports to, and 32 million that of 
imports from China. Exports to 
China show distinct signs of re- 
covery from the depression which 
first became pronounced in 1906 
and continued without abatement 
down to the end of 1910 In 1905 
our exports to China rose to the 
unprecedented total of 59 million 
dollars; and the next year showe^i a 
shrinkat^e of nearly 60 per cent, 
the total for 1906 being but 39 mil- 
lion; and each succeedin" year 
showed a smaller total until 1910, 
when the figures stood at less than 
16 million dollars, or $2,000,000 
less than in 1901, a decade ago 
T\w first 11 months of 1911, how 
ever, recorded a total export to 
China of 21 million dollars, Novem 
her alone showing a total of two 
million dollars, indicating that for 
the 12 months ending with De- 
cember the total will be fully 23 
million dollars. Imports from China 
continue at practically the same 
rate as shown by earlier years, the, 
estimated total of 32 million dol 
lars for 1911 comparing with 33 
million dollars in 1910, 31 million 
in 1907, *^9 million in 1904, and 26 
million in the calendar year 1902. 

Cotton goods, illuminating oil, 
flour, iron, and steel manufactures 
and lumber are the principal arti- 
r-les forming our exports to China, 
lu that trade, cotton clothi9 have 
long held first place and for many 
yoars steadily increased until in 
1905 they rose to the high record 
total of 563 million yar<ls valued at 
3.3>^ million dollars, and in 1906 at- 
tained a total of 271 million yards 
Immediately following these un- 
uwnally large exportalions, however, 
and as a result, in part at least, of

PRBY ON PUBLIC 



As a result of a conference with 
O. H. Regensburg, secretary of the 
National Association of the Deaf, 
Chief of Police Sebastian yesterday 
instructed police officers to pay 
particular attention to the class of 
mendicants which ask alms under 
pretense of deafness and kindred 
ills. Regensburg, for his associa- 
tion, explained the status of the 
deaf in Los Angeles in the follow- 
ing letter, written to Chief Sel>aH- 
tian before bis visit : 

" The deaf peoplo of the nation 
wish to interest every chi«f of police 
to issue a warning to the public of 
hi* district against a certain class of 
people who represent themselves as 
'deaf and tlnmli' and prey on the 
sympathizing public. Theyuiakea 
house to-house canvass, represent 
ing themselves a« out of employ- 
ment or in need of money to pay for 
an education at a 'deaf and dumb' 
school." 

" No deaf pemon resorts to beg- 
ging. We wish to impreas this on 
the public, and also the fact that as 
a class the deaf are self-reHpeotiuK, 
law-abiding and self-supporting 
people, fully able to take care of 
themselves without an appeal to 
charily. The Los Angeles deaf are 
nearly all property owners and tax- 
payers, and own moie prrperty than 
the deaf {teople of any other district 
in the worhl. They have their own 
relief associations to aid any genu- 
ine deaf persons in need of help, 
and we not wish the public to help 
any, but to refer such cases to us 
for investigation and relief. Tbe 
National Association' of the Deaf, 
of which I am secretary, and which 
represents 50,000 deaf people in 
America, has taken this matter up, 
and has put forth a standing ad- 
vertisement warning the public 
against impostors and deaf beggars. 

" These impostors tlo us great 
harmand cau<)e as to be looked on 
as unfortunates and prejudice em- 
ployers against employing deaf per- 
sons. The only way to break down 
this barrier is to impress upon the 
people that the deaf do not beg." — 
Los Angelea Globe.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. ThoiVias Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Huilding for St. Ann's Church for 
Ueaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Ainsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edi (ice and be a center 
of reliKious and social life amon)j;«t 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his liffttinio to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan^e nas always 
been associated. This wiis not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
Uiis work be now undertaken. 8L 
Anu'e Church is used wholly for 
the jdeaf- motes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forly-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish liuilding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a couspieuvus monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent i)0Oples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
